THA1L  OF  A  TRAVELER 
It  waa  on  a  fine  sunshiny  morning  In  June,  1>21, 
that  I  waa  awakened  from  a  sound  slumber  by  a 
loud  rapping  just  outside  my  (Chamber  door.  It 
waa  that  grown  up  bell-boy,  only  that  and  nothing 
more.  So  I  ups  and  amotherB  me  yawns  and  casts 
me  eager  glance  out  through  the  open  window 
upon  the  expensive  glories  of  our  Western  Wonder¬ 
land  upon  the  freaka  of  this  playground  of  the 
nation  where  your  Uncle  Sam  Invites  his  grown 
up  and  weary  children  to  rest  and  recuperate.  1 
casts  a  few  more  eager  glances  out  on  Old  Man 
Mountain,  on  the  tiny,  flashing,  roaring  river 
called  Fall,  on  the  canon  through  which  the  river 
rune,  and  through  the  canon  where  miles  away 
there  glistens  In  the  warm  sunlight  the  snowy 
rap  of  a  mountain  high  up  but  nameless  here  for 
ever  more;  then  I  pulls  on  me  socks,  likewise 
other  articles  of  apparel,  raiment  and  such.  Hav¬ 
ing  thus  dressed,  I  turn  my  face  to  the  dining 
room,  decorated  with  the  head  of  eight  deer  and 
elk  slain  by  the  master  of  the  hostelry.  There  Is 
not  much  time  for  breakfast,  for  as  you  recall, 
mum,  the  stage  Is  to  leave  at  6:46.  I  And  the 
dining  room,  but  no  dining,  nor  assistant  In  dining 
At  last,  as  the  stage  appears  In  the  offing,  I  catch 
me  a  glass  of  milk,  there  being  no  time  for  noth¬ 
ing  else.  I  And  to  my  suprlse  that  the  '‘places”  In 
the  stage  are  numbered  and  that  they  are  taken 
or  "booked"  Just  the  same  as  In  “Pickwick  Pa¬ 
pers.”  Without  knowing  It,  I  had  been  fortunate 
enough  yesterday  to  get  the  front  seat  beside  the 
driver,  which  has  two  advantages  and  one  dis¬ 
advantage,  It  Is  possible  to  get  better  views  ?rom 
the  unobstructed  front  seat.  There  Is  more  room 
there  since  only  one  passenger  Is  allowed  with 
the  driver  (to  give  that  worthy  plenty  of  room 
tor  quick  and  accurate  control,)  while  three  pas¬ 
sengers  sit  on  each  of  the  other  three  seats.  I 
count  myself  lucky,  therefore,  until  at  the  stage 
office,  where,  we  stop  for  something  or  other  for 
halt  an  hour  I  get  out  to  look  over  this  mountain 
vehicle.  Its  engine,  Its  tires,  its  brakes  and  Its  etc. 
Some  bird  gets  Into  my  seat,  and  sits  there  a 
^moklng  of  tobacco.  This  here  now  tobacco  annoys 
Ine  to  such  an  extent  that  I  request  him  in  my 
tolitlest  American  to  get  out  of  my  seat,  which 
same  he  iloees,  and  I  resume  same,  leaving  stage, 
engine  tires  and  etc.,  to  their  own  devices. 

Pretty  soon.  I  see.  looming  up  In  the  offing. 
What  you  might  calj  a  series  of  set  students,  com¬ 
plete  in  their  travesty  of  American  clothes,  even 
to  straw  hats  and  overcoats.  They  stand  around, 
looking  as  If  they  were  lost,  and  getting  under¬ 
foot  and  grinning  about  it  frequently.  I  discover 
what  delays  the  stage  here.  The  driver  looks  wor¬ 
ried.  He  counts  off  the  Japs  from  left  to  right. 
"8lx."  he  says  to  himself.  Then  to  the  Japs  at  large 
"How  many  of  you  boys  Is  they?”  After  consultat¬ 
ion  among  the  six  In  some  language  with  which 
I  am  not  familiar,  they  seem  to  arrive  at  the 
conclusion  that  the  proper  answer  Is  “Two  not 
go.  "This  explains  the  situation  to  the  driver.  Elgfct 
slant-eyes  had  been  booked.  He  utters  words  under 
his  breath  wbicb  are  not  “All  aboard,"  and  climbs 
to  his  seat.  The  six  orientals  take  the  two  back 
seats,  leaving  the  second  seat  to  be  occupied  only 
by  an  old  lady  from  New  York  state.  Up  and  up 
tha  stage  goes,  up  Park  Hill  a  thousand  feet  to  an 
elevation  of  6600.  Here  It  Is  cold,  though  the  air 
had  been  pleasant  enough  In  the  sunshine  below. 
Tbs  sun  does  not  strike  us  much  here,  for  the  walls 
of  tha  canon  prevent.  I  shiver,  and  the  driver 
haads  me  an  army  blanket,  tor  which  I  am  grate-  i 
ful.  The  Jape  look  comfortable  in  their  overcoats 
and  straw  hats.  I 

We  cross  the  divide  and  start  down.  We  go 
akyootlng  down  that  mountain  side,  tha  walla  of  1 
the  canon  on  the  left,  and  the  hurrying  rapids  of  1 
the  8L  Vrain  on  the  right.  Curves  and  grades  I 

mean  nothing  to  this  young  driver  who  seldom  l 

>*•••  brakes,  bat  "puts  her  In  second,”  and  coasts  | 
against  compression.  Here  I  discovered  the  dis¬ 
advantage  of  sitting  on  the  front  seat  You  can’t  t 
aae  much  eoaaery  because  you  have  to  watch  tha 
•md  and  so  much  mental  driving.  Being  almost  i 
aa  much  alarmed  as  I  ones  was  on  tha  Augusta-  « 


Aiken  lnterurban  car,  1  looked  about  to  see  how 
,  It  was  affecting  the  passive  orientals.  One  passive 
i  oriental  was  sound  asleep;  Ave  px>."s  Were  stiff  and 
t  grinning  with  fear.  Here  I  was  reminded  by 
l  something  that  my  breakfast  had  not  been  as  sub- 
l  stantlal  as  usual.  So  from  my  grip  I;  took  a  bar 

-  of  almond  milk  chocolate,  and  partially  peeling 

same,  1  impartially  offered  a  bite  to  the  driver  and 
i  to  the  old  lady  behind  me.  Both  declined  same, 
so  i.  was  left  to  munch  alone.  [By  the  dhocolate 
comforted,  I  was  now  able  to  (observe  that  the 
canon  had  widened  and  now  offered  a  better 
view  of  the  mountains  themselve*.  I  was  suprlsed 
to  note  many  varying  styles  of  architecture,  from 
the  bold  domes  of  mosque-like  mountains  through 
t  ie  straight  lines  of  Grecian  temple-pillars  to  the 
tree-  spiked  towers  of  Gothic  cathedrals.  This 
North  St.  Vrain  river  now.

WHAT  18  IN  THU  WHRULBt 
- 0 - 

There  Is  s  significance  Inestimable  In  the 
feet  thet  many  If  not  all  the  great  prophets  of  the 
past  had  at  the  beginning  of  their  ministry  a 
vision  of  Ood  which  flooded  all  their  after  years 
and  Ubelr  messages  with  light.  One  of  them  said: 

In  thy  light  shall  wa  see  light.’’  Nothin*  la  ever 
aean  In  tta  right  perspective  and  relationship 
until  we  have  first  seen  Ood. 

The  beginning  of  Moses'  ministry  was  when. 
Ood  appeared  to  him  In  the  burning  bush  In  the 
mountain  of  Ood.”  There  was  later  given  him  a 
vision  of  Ood  when  he  talked  with  him  face  to 
face.  So  we  read  In  the  New  Testament  that 
Moors  endured  as  eeelng  him  who  Is  Invisible.  You 
will  recall  the  glorious  experience  of  Isaiah  early 
la  hla  ministry.  When  Ood  would  give  John 
am  the  Isle  of  Patoe  a  revalatlon  of  the  things 
which  must  shortly  come  to  pass,  he  first  opened 
the  heaven’s  and  gave  him  a  vision  of  Ood.  See 
the  fourth  chapter  o!  Revelation. 

Leaving  now  all  other  Instances  of  this  revela¬ 
tion.  look  at  Ibe  beginning  of  Eseklel's  ministry. 
The  first  chapter  tells  us  how  the  heavens  were 
opened  and  he  saw  visions  of  Ood.  The  glorious 
vfelmk  la  unfolded  In  the  first  chapter.  No  claim 
her*  la  made  to  special  ability  In  Interpreting 
this  vision,,  and  no  complete  Interpretation 
In  undertaken.  Mudb  of  It  will  be  made  known 
to  one  who  reads  It  reverently  and  prayerfully, 
keeping  In  mind  that  It  la*  a  revelation  of  the 
reality  of  Ood.  hla  marvelous  power  and  tha  In¬ 
tricate  working  of  hie  Spirit  and  his  providence. 
The  description  Is  strangely  like  a  cyclone,  sweep¬ 
ing  everything  before  It  In  Its  lrreslstable  power. 
As  It  cornea  closer  In  Us  majestic  sweep,  the  de¬ 
tails  ot  tha  vision  come  more  Into  evidence,  fihe 
great  cloud,  the  fire  Infolding  Itself,  the  brightness, 
tha  amber  glow,  the  living  creatures,  the  canopy 
above,  tha  wheels,  the  swift  movement,  the  free¬ 
dom  of  locomotion,  wftlthersoever  the  Spirit  was 
to  go  Kaep  In  mind  that  this  Is  a  vision  of  Ood, 
the  wav  hla  power  and  presence  and  activities 
are  set  forth. 

Now  all  this  Is  said  to  get  *t  the  setting  and 
massing  of  one  clause:  “  The  Spirit  of  life  was 
In  tha  wheels.”  If  some  one  despairs  o?  a  satis 
factory  Interpretation  of  all  that  la  In  the  vision, 
la  us  remember  that  Ood  whom  the  vision  sets 
forth  la  not  easy  to  apprehend;  and  there  Is  much 
coo  fusion  among  those  who  devoutedly  study  about 
him  aa  to  his  nature,  his  purpose  and  the  mystery 
of  hie  providence.  But  let  us  he  grateful  for  what 
wo  can  know  of  Him.  and  for  what  this  vision 
of  Esakis!  taaohes  us  of  Him. 

The  marginal  reading  seems  to  give  the  true 
messing  of  tho  words  namely:  “  The  Spirit  of 
Ufo  was  within  tha  wheels."  rather  than  the 
■ptrtt  of  tho  living  creature  was  In  the  wheels.** 
It  U  sot  the  spirit  of  the  created  thing,  not  the 
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spirit  of  one  or  all  the  *’  living  creatures”  men¬ 
tioned  In  a  previous  verse.  But  the  original 
’’Spirit  of  Life,’’  the  very  spirit  of  Ood,  Che  very 
God  himself  who  was  In  the  entire  phenomenon 
which  the  prophet  saw.  All  that  he  saw  was  not 
Ood.  There  can  be  no  picture  or  drama  or  word 
painting  that  can  portray  Him.  But  fvhat  he 
saw  was  the  manifestation  of  the  real  presence  of 
God  with  something  of  the  method  of  his  activity. 
You  cannot  see  the  wind,  but  you  oan  see  Its 
path  through  the  world.  Yos  cannot  see  elec- 
trictly  but  the  world  stands  amazed  at  Its 
mighty  power  and  the  many  ways  of  working  In 
sound  and  light  and  heat  and  energy.  j 

The  vision  of  Ezekiel,  simply  these  words  In 
it  that  the  Spirit  of  Life  waa  In  the  wheels  In¬ 
terprets  for  us  all  nature  and  providence  and  the 
working  cut  of  Hts  plans  of  redemption. 

More  than  one  science  today  Is  sacking  to 
explain  the  multiform  activity  ot  nature,  as  well 
as  Its  origin.  We  know  that  things  we  '>o<  ••  spoke 
of  as  dead  manlfeet  some  strange  sort  of  ac¬ 
tivity.  The  material  elements  act  and  react  on 
each  other.  We  speak  of  this  as  chemical  activity 
acid  tho  whole  science  ot  ohemlatry  is  built 
upon  It  and  the  basal  Industry  of  agriculture, 
of  metalurgy  and  much  of  engineering  are  founded 
upon  It.  How  does  It  come  that  nttraMa  make 
your  corn  green  and  phosphates  make  your  pota¬ 
toes  grow  large:  There  Is  an  old  book  that  tails  us 
that  the  Spirit  of  Ood  brooded  upon  the  unformed 
expanse  of  matter  till  It  was  quickened  Into  ac¬ 
tivity  and  ranged  itself  Into  props*  florals-  The 
tiws  of  nature  that  we  speak  of  such  aa  the  law 
of  heat,  light,  sound,  gravitation,  electricity  are 
but  the  results  of  the  living  Spirit  who  dwells  In 
Che  world  which  he  has  made.  The  spirit  of  life 
Is  still  In  the  wheels. 

But  Ezekiel  was  In  need  of  another  lesson 
more  necessary  to  him  than  learning  the  secrets 
of  nature.  He  was  of  the  Chptlves  of  Judah, 
snatched  from  their  native  land  and  carried  tar 
away  to  a  strange  country  among  people  of  another 
tongue  and  an  alien  religion.  It  was  not  easy  for 
him,  as  It  is  sometimes  difficult  foe  us,  to  believe 
that  among  all  the  strange  happenings  In  the 
world  there  Is  a  directing  hand  and  spirit  In  the 
complex  and  puzzling  conditions  of  our  lives  and 
the  great  world  of  which  we  are  X  part.  Some¬ 
times  events  seem  to  come  upon  os  threatening 
to  crudh  us  or  sweep  away  all  our  plane  and  Ideas, 
like  this  amon  which  Ezekiel  taw  coming  out  of 
the  North.  This  Is  Indeed  a  period  of  world  col¬ 
lapse  and  threatened  overthrow  ot 
Institutions.  But  a  closer  view  will  i 
same  Spirit  of  Life  la  lu  the  wheels  and  they  will 
only  go  where  and  so  far  as  the  Spirit  Wills  tor 
them  to  go.  We  can  say  not  only  with  Browning, 
‘‘Ood  Is  In  Heaven;  all’s  wel  with  t(te  world,”  but 
Ood  Is  with  us  and  all’s  well  with  his  people 

But  not  only  la  It  comforting  [  to  know  that 
the  Spirit  of  Life  Is  In  the  material  world,  and 
In  all  the  happenings  of  our  lives  and  of  the  age, 
but  In  the  whole  organization  of  Clod’s  people  In 
furthering  the  work  of  redemption  Here  It  Is 
our  business  to  see  that  we  do  not  have  machinery 
without  life,  or  organization  without  the  Bptrlt  of 
Ood.  It  will  be  a  aad  day  for  our  work  when 
we  put  the  emphasis  on  our  machinery  aad  forget 
the  8plrlt  of  Life.  The  work  of  the  Kingdom  Is 
becoming  increaslnly  complex.  There  art  wheels 
within  wheels,  and  there  are  many  wtggs,  and 
the  campaign  or  budget  Includes  a  variety  of  ob¬ 
jects.  It  can  go  In  any  direction  and  *'  they 
turned  not  when  they  went;*’  tb*t  Is  one  pert  of 
the  work  that  does  not  halt  or  go  backward  when 
some  other  part  goes  forward.  As  Eseklel  mid: 
“When  those  went,  these  went,  and  when  thoee 
stood  these  stood."  They  are  all  Joined  together. 
When  one  prospers,  all  prosper.  When  one  part 
suffers,  all  suffer.  But  remember  the  Spirit  of  Life 
must  be  In  the  wheels.  The  Holy  Spirt  must 
find  his  place  in  all  the  work  and  in  every  worker. 
Thera  Is  nothing  so  dead  ae  *  dead  church,  or 
dead  religions  organisation.

For  iMosea  to  see  Ood  and 
live  was  impossible,  yet  Moses  by  tire  knew 
where  the  glory  of  Ood  extraordinarily  was  pro 
t  The  angel  by  whom  Ood  endowed  tliu  wa¬ 
ters  ot  the  pool  called  Bethesda  with  superna- 
ti  ral  virtue  to  heal,  was  not  yet  seen  of  any,  yet 
the  time  of  the  angel's  presence  waa  known  by 
the  troubled  motions  of  the  waters  themselves 
The  Apostles,  by  fiery  tongues  which  they  saw, 
weie  admonlfhed  when  th6  Spirit,  wh.ch  the  * 
could  not  behold  was  upon  them.  In  like  man- 
cer  l£  is  with  us.  Christ  and  His  Holy  Spirit  with 
al  their  blessed  effects,  though  entering  Into 
the  soul  of  man  we  are  not  able  to  apprehend  or 
express  how,  do,  notwithstanding,  give  notice  of

The  ordinary  Baptist  school  boy  can  see  the 
fallacy  In  the  argument  quoted  above  from 
I.ooker.  certainly  when  It  is  pointed  ojt  to  him. 
Ills  statement  utterly  confuses  two  Mings  that 
are  absolutely  distinct,  namely  a  concomitant 
and  a  means.  A  phenomenon  may  be  a  manifes¬ 
tation  of  the  presence  of  Ood  without  being  a 
means  of  his  working.  A  thing  may  be  an  evi¬ 
dence  or  proof  without  being  the  means  of  pro¬ 
ducing  a  result.  The  tongues  of  flame  were  tho 
evidence  of  the  coming  of  the  Holy  8plrlt.  not 
the  means  of  communicating  him.  There  were 
other  times  when  the  Holy  Splrl(  was  glron  md 
no  tongues  of  flame  were  present.  The  bush 
might  have  burned  indefinitely  In  the  mount  of 
God.  but  unless  (he  Lori  had  spoken  to  Muse' 
cut  of- the  bush,  there  would  never  havo  been 
any  exodus  of  Israel  from  Egypt.  Mount  8inal 
might  have  smoked  for  centuries,  or  the  earth¬ 
quake  might  have  shaken  from  Its  foundation 
and  scattered  Its  rocks  from  the  Red  Sea  to  the 
Persian  Gulf.  But  If  Ood  had  not  spoken  to 
Hoses  and  the  people  from  its  summit  there 
never  would  have  been  any  decalogue.  People 
may  be  baptized  and  ha7e  hands  laid  on  them 
and  partake  of  the  bread  and  wine  religiously, 
hut  unless  (hey  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  and 
hearken  to  hts  voice  and  trust  to  his  word  there 
Is  no  salvation.  "Faith  cometh  by  hearing  and 
hearing  by  the  word  of  God”.  Hear  and  your 
soul  shall  live.” 

Rap(lsm  Is  the  evidence  of  repentance  and 
faith  not  a  means  of  receiving  them,  nor  a  sub¬ 
stitute  for  them  In  securing  the  favor  of  Ood. 
The  Lord's  Supper  is  our  witness  to  (he  saving 
erflcacy  of  the  aacrlftce  of  Jesus  Christ,  not  a 
means  of  coming  Into  possession  of  Its  benefits, 
nor  Is  It  a  repetl(ion  of  the  offering  made  once 
for  all  upon  Calvary.  To  convert  symbols  of 
truth  into  means  of  grace  is  to  discount  the  word 

o. '  God  and  substi(ute  a  picture  of  a  loaf  fo.  the 
bread  of  life.  Sacramentarlanlsm  Is  not  a  re¬ 
turn  to  Judaism;  It  Is  a  misunderstanding  of  Its 
meaning  and  perversion  of  Its  purpose.  Tho 
law  of  Moses  was  a  shadow  of  good  things  (o 
tome.  The  New  Testament  ordinances  are  sym¬ 
bols  of  the  gospel  facts.

In  tbo  Bummer  of  1919,  1  read  a  news  Item  from 
somewhere  In  Tenn.,  of  a  lost  child.  A  mother 
living  In  the  mountain  district,  sent  her  two 
daughters  to  a  store,  about  two  miles  distant.  A 
fow  minutes  after  leaving,  they  discovered  their 
two  year  old  brother  following  them.  They  told 
him  he  could  not  go,  but  to  return  to  Mother,  and 
as  he  began  retracing  his  steps,  they  proceeded 
along  their  trail,  and  In  due  time  returned.  The 
mother  supposing  the  little  brother  to  hare  been 
wl  h  his  slaters  was  not  alarmed  until  they  re¬ 
turned.  The  girls  told  the  Incident  of  his  attempt¬ 
ing  to  follow  Sham,  and  being  Instructed  to  return. 
A  diligent  search  was  made  but  he  could  not  be 
located.  A  child  was  lost!  A  general  alarm  was 
given,  and  the  mountain  people  for  miles  distant, 
came  to  assist  In  the  search.  They  searched  every 
nook  and  glen  and  dale,  every  wood  and  peak  and 
cave.  They  searched  days  and  nights.  They  follow¬ 
ed  the  streams,  and  searched  treir  waters  Jor  the 
loot  child,  but  no  slgus  could  be  found  of  him. 

About  ten  days  later.  1  read  again  In  the  news, 
that  the  body  of  tlhe  child  had  been  discovered  in 
a  hollow  log.  almost  In  sight,  and  doubless  in  hear¬ 
ing  distance  of  home.  In  turning  from  his  sisters 
toward  home,  he  followed  another  path,  going 
oaly  a  short  distance,  and  being  lost  and  cop  fused 
and  frightened,  craw'ed  Into  the  hollow  log.  and 
there  he  suffered  In  fright  and  thrlst  and  hunger, 
while  the  mountain-side  was  being  searched  by 
loved  ones,  neighbors,  friends,  acquaintances,  and 
perhaps  even  strangers. 

Tou  say  this  was  an  awful  tragedy.  It  pulls  at 
vour  heart-strings.  You  think  of  your  child.  You 
deeply  sympathise  with  the  parents  and  sisters  of 
the  lost  child.  Yet  more  awful  tradegles  are  occur- 
Ing  bore  In  your  community,  and  perhaps  even  In 
your  home,  and  you  are  unconcerned,  apathetic 
snd  careless  of  their  welfare.  You  have  neighbors, 
friends,  loved  ones,  perhaps  a  child  arrived  at 
th.  years  of  accountability,  all  of  whom  are  lost, 
condemned  already..  John  8:18.  The  brittle  thread 
of  life  may  be  snapped  any  moment,  and  then  will 
they  be  gone,  as  well  as  your  opportunities,  for- 
ever. 

You  have  become  a  stumbling  block  to  them. 
Tou  have  professed  love  for  the  Savior,  but  you 
have  not  manifested  a  love  for  church  attendance 
and  worWblp  In  fact  you  have  set  up  a  false 
standard  as  a  disciple  of  Christ,  and  they  believ- 
ng  a  moral  life  as  good  as  yours  Is  sufficient, 
*re  stumbbllng  over  your  example  Into  hell.  The 
-other  and  sister,  of  the  lost  boy  thought  they 
were  taking  due  care  of  the  child,  and  you  deem 
ourself  equally  as  careful  for  those,  for  whom 
ram  are  responsible.  These  lost  ones  might  have 
heard  the  gospel  and  been  saved,  had  you  set  the 
example  of  worship  You  and  your  accessories  are 
sitting  In  your  mountain  homes  Indifferent  to  the 
•lea.  to  come  and  search  for  a  lost  child. 

Our  friend  Ranks  might  have  been  saved,  had 
our  membership  come  to  worship.  I  talked  with 
him  about  his  spiritual  welfare,  and  he  attended 
our  services  a  few  times,  but  the  small  number 
and  lack  of  Interest  in  worship,  doubtless  Influenc¬ 
ed  hlm  In  his  non-attendance,  and  you  know  he 
was  quickly  taken  away.  The  hearts  of  a  »w 
were  made  sad,  but  there  Is  blood  on  your  ragged, 
vrttchtd  and  unrighteous  garments. 

VYhy.  brother,  phsylcal  stupor  requires  heroic 
efforts  to  save,  and  In  a  spirit  of  love,  I  am  trying 
•°  nweken  yon  from  a  spiritual  stupor.  Your  friend 
**•  fnllenrlnto  the  pit,  your  neighbor  Is  straggling 
near  the  abyss,  an  1  here  Is  a  crowd  strolling  down 
the  mountainside  towards  the  precipice;  will 
you  not  help  us  to  save  them  In  precept  and  exam¬ 
ple.  and  lead  them  away  from  Certain  and  positive 
danger?  How  ran  you  longer  sleep,  when  the  need 
Sad  parti  are  so  great! 

By  your  example  of  neglect  of  worship,  you  are 
offending  the  little  ones-chlldren.  the  new  converts 
Snd  the  spiritually  feeble,  for:  "Whosoever  shall 
fuse  one  of  these  tittle  ones  'hat  believe  on  me  to

Baptists  a  suggestion  which  hel)d  greater  posslblll 
ties  than  that  which  Dr.  J.  t|  Henderson,  Sec  y 
of  the  layman’s  movement  presented  on  behalf  of 
his  organization  at  the  Souther^i  Baptist  Convent 
ion  held  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn.)  In  May.  When  he 
announced  his  purpose  to  secure  500,000  tithers 
among  Southern  Baptist  during  the  year,  I  was 
at  once  thritled  by  the  suggestion.  When  the  Wom¬ 
en,  and  the  convention  pledged  co-operation  in 
the  scheme  success  was  as  good  as  assured. 

All  of  us  realized  that  we  must  In  the  course  of 
the  5-year  campaign  fortify  against  a  sudden  drop 
In  Southern  Baptist  contributions  to  the  cause 
of  Christ  when  the  five  years  end.  The  Tithing 
Campaign  Is  a  wise  and  elfeoulve  step  towards 
such  fortification.  Being  in  the  fullest  sympathy 
with  the  campaign,  recognizing  Its  great  poasl 
blllttes,  and  desiring  to  give  lit  all  the  help  I 
can,  I  venture  to  mpke  some  suggestions. 

1; These  who  are  recognized)  as  In  any  sense 
leaders  of  our  laymen  In  the  churches  of  the  South 
should,  as  promptly  as  possible,  acquant  them¬ 
selves  with  Dr.  Henderson’s  pjlans.  and  seek  to 
apply  these  to  thejocal  church  situation,  and  put 
teem  into  effect  without  delay.

Fla.  next  May  Is  to  be  thrilled  wjlth  a  report  which 
tells  of  the  success  of  this  potential  enterprise, 
we  must  get  busy  at  once,  and  press  this  Cam¬ 
paign  through  the  jematnlng  months  of  the  year 
with  all  possible  ^ergy. 

2:  Do  not  overlook  any  class  of  church  members 
In  the  Insistent  canvass.  Naturplly  young  people, 
and  those  who  work  for  small  salaries  will  be  the 
easiest  to  enlist.  These  should  not  be  neglected 
We  must,  (however.  If  we  are  to  derive  large  benl 
,  fit  from  the  Campaign,  and  such  benlflts  as  will 
take  care  of  the  Immediate  pressing  situation 
enlist  men  and  women  of  large  means  and  large 
Incomes.  What  an  opportunity  Is  here  to  older 
people  to  set  an  example  to  young  people!  If  men 
and  women  of  mature  chrlstign  experience  can 
be  persauded  to  tithe  their  large  Incomes,  there 
will  be  no  difficulty  In  getting  the  young  people 
and  people  of  modest  Incomes  jto  tithe.  I  appeal 
to  men  and  women  of  means  to  be)  spokesmen  of  this 
Tithing  Campaign,  and  give  Others  the  benlfil 
of  their  example. 

3:Put  enthusiasm  Into  the  Campaign.  It  l» 
worthy  of  It,  and  enthusiasm  will  carry  it  to 
success.  What  a  record  breaker  |t  will  be  If  Bouth 
ern  Baptists  can  announce  to  the  Christian  World 
that  500,000  of  our  people  have  In  one  year  cove- 
nated  together  to  give  to  God  through  their  local 
churches  one-tenth  of  their  Incomes  for  life.  T’st 
Is  an  achievement  worthy  of  s  great  people.

The  word  says  "Grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit  of 

God  whereby  ye  are  sealed  unto  the  day  of  re¬ 
demption."  There  seems  to  be  something  touching 
In  the  exhortation  because  you  sin,  you  can  only 
grieve  a  friend  you  cannot  grieve  an  enemy.  You 
may  anger  an  enemy  but  It  Is  only  our  friends 
that  we  grelve.

China  Relief  Appeal  Withdraw* 

From  this  date  we  tihall  not  make  further  appeal 
for  relelf  In  China  utiless  there  Is  some  new  de¬ 
velopment  which  urgently  calls  for  it.  The  money 
which  has  been  sent  forward  for  this  relief,  and 
that  which  Is  now  oS  hand,  will,  we  think,  tide 
over  the  distreslng  situation  which  has  existed 
for  months  In  China  there  will  remain,  of  course, 
as  always,  much  hunger  and  suffering  among  the 
people,  but  the  peculalr  conditions  which  compell¬ 
ed  us  to  make  the  appeal  do  not  longer  exist  and 
we  do  not  tael  warranted  in  continuing  the  appeal 
Obligationa  for  European  Relief.

In  my  Judge¬ 
ment,  Is  the  slighting  recognition  which  it  gives 
of  the  help  of  the  churches  which  are  the  main 
dependence  of  the  orgagniaatlon.  However,  this 
organixstlon  Is  doing  a  good  work  In  a  limited 
area  and  If  contributions  are  sent  to  us  desig¬ 
nated  for  It  we  will  make  faithful  disposition  of 
the  funds. 

Therefore,  explicitly  remember:  (1)  we  make  no 
further  appeal  tar  China  relief  at  this  time;  (t) 
we  ask  that  money  sent  us  to  be  dispensed  direct¬ 
ly  for  relief  be  simply  designated  "For  Relief.” 
without  naming  the  country  where  the  Board  is 
to  use  U;  (8)  that  money  which  la  Intended  for 
the  Near  East  Relief  organixstlon  to  be  used  In 
Armenia,  etc.,  be  plainly  so  designated  by  all 
contributors.

Already  the  pitiful  cry  oi  distress  among  oar 
Baptist  people  In  Russia  Is  in  our  ears.  We  have 
of  course,  all  the  wbjle  known  that  they  were 
suffering  beyond  any  words  to  describe,  but  It 
has  been  Impossible  tar  us  to  minister  relief  to 
them  In  their  distress.  There  now  seem  to  be  open¬ 
ing  doors  of  opportunity  through  which  we  can 
enter,  and  the  Board  skill  be  compelled  to  succor 
some  of  those  who  suffer. 

1  would  suggest,  therefore,  that,  henceforth,  all 
relief  money  which  chhrdbes,  Individuals  and  so 
rletie*  feel  they  wish  to  contribute  through  this 
board  above  their  campaign  pledges  be  simply 
designated  "For  Rellel"  and  that  the  Board  be 
left  entirely  free  to  use  the  money  where,  in  Its 
Increasing  knowledge  jof  the  situation,  need  Is 
found  to  be  greatest  add  moat  urgent. 

Near  A|<uf  Relief. 

Many  of  our  people  fire  confused  by  the  words 
"Near  Eeast  Relief."  Of  course,  the  work  which  »» 
are  doing  In  the  Balkans  ts  In  the  Near  East 
There  la  however,  being  made  to  our  churchea 
an  appeal  by  the  Near  East  Relief  Organisation, 
and  many  of  our  people  are  responding  to  this 
appeal.  It  la  Important  that  the  scope  of  this  spec¬ 
ial  appeal  be  understood,  and  that  contributions 
shall  be  made  Intelligently.  The  organisation 
known  as  the  "Near  East  Relief"  la  authorised 
by  the  United  States  Government,  and  with  spec¬ 
ial  reference  to  those  who  have  suffered  from  the 
Turks  and  other  bandits  In  Armenia  and  adjacent 
contrles.  The  work  of  this  organisation  also  includes 
some  work  In  Palestine  and  Syria  although  we  do 
not  look  upon  this  part  of  the  work  as  at  present 
making  Che  stronger  appeal  of  the  organisation. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  advised  that 
relief  money  of  every  character  and  for  every 
country  be  sent  through  the  Foreign  Mtaaion  Board,

In  the  world  today  there  are  many 
kinds  of  churchea  all  of  which  stand 
for  different  principles  and  doctrines, 
but  according'  tci  the  Bible  there  Is 
just  one  church.  This  church  is  de¬ 
scribed  In  the  New  Testament.  Af¬ 
ter  a  personal  study  of  the  subject 
1  believe  that  the  Baptist  Church  Is 
the  church  of  '  jius  Christ. 

First:  This  church  differs  from 
many  others  on  the  subject  of  bap¬ 
tism.  We  believe  that  Jesus  Christ 
was  Immersed  lh  the  river  Jordan 
Therefore  wi  Immerse,  while  many 
other  churchea  sprinkle  or  pour.  We 
see  In  the  New  Testament  how  Jesus 
was  baptised.  Mark  1:9.  "And  It 
came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  Je 
sus  came  from  Nazareth  of  Qalllee. 
and  was  baptised  of  John  in  tbe  Jor¬ 
dan" 

Secondly:  On  the  subject  of  “In¬ 
fant  Baptism”  we  differ  from  others. 
The  church  of  Christ  consists  of  bap¬ 
tized  believers.  We  not  only  need  to 
be  baptised,  but  We  must  first  believe 
on  tbe  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore, 
we  know  that  a  baby  should  not  be 
baptised,  for  it  dobs  not  have  the  aotl- 
Ity  to  believe.  Those  who  believe  In 
Infant  baptism  base  their  belief  on 
Luke  18:16.  "Ai}d  they  were  bring¬ 
ing  unto  him  also  their  babes,  that 
he  should  touch  them;  but  when  the 
disciples  saw  It  they  rebuked  them. 
But  Jesus  called  them  unto  him  say¬ 
ing, "suffer  the  little  children  to  come 
unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not;  for 
to  such  belongeth  the  kingdom  of 
God.”  We  see  clearly  from  this  that 
Jesus  was  not  baptising  the  babies.  | 
but  that  he  was  o^ily  touching  them 

Thirdly:  We  differ  from  other 
churches  In  that  he  believe  In  close 
Communion. 

"Go  ye  therefore,  and  make  disciples 
of  all  nations,  baptizing  them  In  the 
name  of  the  Fatbjer  and  of  the  Son 
and  of  the  Holy  Spirit :  teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsover  I  have 
commanded  you:  and  lo,  I  am  with 
you  always  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world."  These  two  verses  give  con¬ 
clusive  evidence  that  belief  and  bap¬ 
tism  precede  communion.  We  be-

Fifthly:  The  Baptist  church  is 
more  democratic  than  others.  In 
many  other  churches  the  local  church 
does  not  have  the  power  to  call  or  re¬ 
ject  a  pastor,  but  the  minister  Is  sent 
to  them  by  a  board  of  bishops  that 
has  the  power  to  send  the  ministers 
of  the  denomination  to  any  field  that 
It  deems  best.
